cade mountains, State of Washington, 
located last year, has developer! into a 
paying mine BO qaickly as to make the 
property the mining wonder of the 
Northwest. Two of the three men who 
located it sold their interest without 
knowing its value. They thought the 
bright yellow dirt at the bottom of the 
lave was mountain gcat guano. Some- 
body assayed this dirt, and found it to 
be disintegrated quartz, averaging $21 
to the ton in fine gold. 


Tbe property comprises a vein from 


23 to 80 wide, running S.OOU feet up an 
almost perpendicular mountain slope. 
The discovery tunnel or cave is located 
in the vein a thousand feet below the 
mountain apex. The floor of the cave 
is covered by 4,000 tone of ore already 
miner]. Figuring the lowest essay, the 
ore in sight will yield over a million 
dollars. A tramway railroad is being 
completed and roller stamps of a pat- 
tern adopted by the Anaconda copper 
mine will be placed in position.
